It has mountains, but they 
are not as dominant as the Himalayas, the 
Andes or the Rockies, The 868 pounds at 
its shores, but not with the force with which 
Monsoons and the trades impel the Indian 
Ocean or the Pacific. It does not have, like 
the United States, a tornado-swent center. 

And so the Europeans have hemmed in 
their rivers and foined them by canals; they 
have tunneled their mountains and dyked 


their seashores, capturing marshland and 
ocean floor.. They make fires in winter and 
ice in summer, turn forests into parkland, 
iil off most of their wild beasts (or keep 
them in zoos). Even the great snows that 
defeated Napoleon and Hitler can be modi- 
fled by technology for those who seek to live 
With them, rather than Kill in them. 

It may well be, too, that this taming of 
nature by man in the center from which so 
much of today’s global culture, so much of 
the world’s technology and politics have 
arisen, has helped to give man his present 
arrogance in the face of the awesome powers 
that murmur beneath the earth, or sweep 
across its surface. For most of the damage 
man has received in northern Europe has 
been self-inflicted, by war and revolution. 

That man can both build and destroy on 
a scale that begins to rival natural forces 
is patent enough, and cause enough for 
humanity to seek common means of seeking 
common goals, But the fury of the winds. 
and the sea, the inexorable spread of 
drought, the sudden destruction that a vol- 
cano or 8 quake can bring, should warn that 
life in our world is, In essence, transient— 
not only because human life Ὁ brief, but 
because it exists by grace of whatever power 
rules the winds, the rains, the seas and the 
shaky ground itself. That power is not man 
—he needs all his skill, 411 his concentrated 
effort still for mere survival. - 


A Date to Remember 


When historians look back on the events 
of 1975, one day in particular will stand 
out as 8 turning point in the affairs of the 
United States. On April 29, President Ford 
announced: “The evactiation [of all Amer- 


icans from South Vietmam] has been com- 
pleted ... This action closes a chapter in 


-the American experience. I ask all Amer- 


icans to close ranks, to avoid recrimination 
about the past, to look ahead to the many 
goals we share. . .” 

The end had not come without'a revival 
of those very delusions that marked the 
long years of America’s tragic and costly 
involvement in Indochina’s εἰν! war. Until 
the last moment of South Vietnam’s col- 
lapse, Mr. Ford and Secretary of State Kis- 
singer ‘had asked the American people to 
believe that one more infusion of U.S, arms 
could turn the fide. It was finally up to 
Congress, representing the mood and the 
will of the people, to reject such thinking, 
along with the dire predictions of a uni- 
Yersal loss of faith in America. 

As the curtain fell on Saigon, the Pres- 
ident gave expression to his own liberation 
from the myths that had for so long ob- 
sessed the nation’s leaders and petrified 
their policies. Chastened by the futility of 
the attempt to win “the hearts and minds” 
of a remote and alien country, Mr. Ford 
pointed to the folly of the belief that “if 
we do not succeed in everything everywhere, 
then we have succeeded in nothing any- 


where.” 


For a orief moment, during those days of 
sonrber relief, there was reason to fear that 


the long misadventure in Vietnam had 80 
eroded the American people's conscience 
that they might turn their backs on the 
teeming masses of Vietnamese refugees. In 
the end, the most fundamental American 
commitment—to give asylum to the home- 
less—prevafled. Before the year’s end the 
last of the refugees had entered American 
communities. Even at a time of economic 
stress, the nation kept the doors open. By 
welcoming one more wave of humanity. 
Americans showed that they themselves had 
come home to their best tradition. 

In global terms, April 29, 1975, marked not 
America’s withdrawal into a new isolation- 
ism but 4. belated recognition that Amer- 
4can power, like that of any nation, has its 
proper limits, Acceptance of such Wmita- 
tions does not suggest lessened American 
concern with international affairs; it merely 
underscored the folly. of trying to improve 
the world by forcing it into the American 
image. The events of that traumatic spring 
of 1975 might be summed up by a warning 
written by Henry Kissinger in 1969, before 
he took charge of so many of the nation’s 
foreign ventures, that while “ἃ new inter- 


‘national order is inconceivable without a 


significant American contribution,” the 
complexities of a changing world made It 
impossible to “impose an American design.” 
It is a warning that should not be allowed 
ἴο fade from the American consciousness as 
new and vexing conflicts tempt U.S. policy- 
makers to overestimate the power of U.S. 
weaponry in settling internal strife in 
distant lands. ὴ 
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Spain: Slow Progress 


The plucky Spaniards who decided to 
Salute the new year by parading around 
Barcelona’s main prison to demand 2 gen- 
eral amnesty must have been astonished. 
Instead of breaking up their demonstration, 
as would have happened automatically in 
the recent past, the police directed traffic 
so the march could proceed without hin- 


drance—and then cheerfully negotiated a 


peaceful end to the affair. 


It was the third large gathering with a 
poutical intent—one was in Guernica, the 
other also in Barcelona—that Interior Min- 
ister Manuel Fraga Iribarne had allowed to 
be held unimpeded in less than a week, 
although as recently as a fortnight ago, 
Madrid police had swung their clubs In the 
Franco-era manner to break up two rallies 
in the capital. 

‘This is progress. Mr. Fraga deserves credit 
for deciding to allow at least these limited 
Manifestations of political dissent and for 
permitting the Spanish press, which has 
grown steadily bolder since Generalissimo 
Franco's death, to report the demonstrations 
free of censorship. There ig no reason to 
doubt Mr. Fraga’s recent promise that the 
government will declare a general amnesty 


after it has carefully prepared legislation to. 


modify the penal code and the antiterrorist 
law. 


What is in doubt—and cause for concern 
for Spaniards and others who desire to see 
@ democratic Spain take Its place in the 
European community—is whether the pro- 
Jected reforms will be bold enongh and will 
come soon enough to halt a dangerous po- 
larization. There would appear to be no 
compelling reason to hold up the general 
amnesty demanded by Spain's Catholic bish- 
Ops and many professional organizations as 
well as by the left. 

Mr, Fraga voices a cautiously liberal line. 
So does Foreign Minister Jose Maria de 
Aretiza, who has predicted general elections 
before the end of 1976 to launch “a fully 
Tepresentative, honest, free and direct sys- 
tem for all citizens.” But Mr. Areilza’s 
Temarks—he also suggested that the exiled 
leader of Spain's Communist party be allow- 
ed to come home—have aroused bitter pro- 
tests from die-hard Francoists in parliament. 

No one thus far is speaking effectively for 
the whole government: end King Juan 
Carlos is acting as if he would be content 
to have virtually no impact on political 
events. Mesnwhile, the void left by Gen. 
Franco's death remains, valuable time is 
being lost, and there are no assurances that 
eveh the moderately liberal and democratic 
voices in the Cabinet will be able to prevail.

the UPI ratings. Oklahoma pre- 
viously won national ittles in 
1950, 1955 ἀπά. 1956. 

Oklahoma was the first school 
to twice win consecutive AP na- 
tional titles, since its probation- 
ary status was not considered in 
that poll last year. 

Oklahoma rode an undefeated 
season to the national title last 
Fear and this season survived 
a midseason loss to finish with 
an 11-1 ‘record. 

The low point of the season 
for the Sooners was on Nov, 8. 
when they lost to Kansas, 73-3, 
ending their unbeaten string at 
37 games, 
“We probably gained something 
from that loss to Kansas,” said 
Sooners’ coach Barry Switzer.
